The Citcinnati Morror. 
From the Cineinnat: Commercial, Nov, 10, 

In the Coroner's inquest yesterday in the 
Schilling murder case, Johu Hollenberg testified 
as follows: 

I am 16 years of age, a butcher by trade, and live at 
No, 705 Central avenue, Kuoew the deceased for about 
five years. He was anagrecabie man of quiet ways, 
Never saw him intoxicated. Never heard Egner nor 
Rufer, whom 1 know, threaten the life of the ueceased, 
About 7 p. m, last Saturday, E lward Forrester, a man 
named John, and I started from the house, and took 
# stroll about town, I think when I got back to 
my room it was a quarter past 10 o’clock, I 
then undressed, amd was about to get in bed, 
when I heard a noise as of some one crying 
out in a sharp, shrill voice, I ran to my side window, 
which overlocked Fretberg’s tenyard, I saw nothing, 
and ran to my ‘ack window, which also overlooks the 
yard, but from thet I could not look down into the 
alley. While standing there I heard some one cry out 
in German, ‘* Far God’s will, let me alone.” The voice 
appeared to come from the stable in the rear.yard, It 
was attended by a noise as if 4 scuffle was going on. I 
waited no longer, but, putting on my pants, bouts, and 
hat, started down stairs and back to the alley gate, 
which faces the front purt of the tannery. I listened 
and heard a voice, which I judged by the sound to be 
thé one I heard before, excluim in German, “* Piease 
let me alone.” Our gate is about 7 feet from the tan- 
nery. I ran toward the stable and caliei out, “ Her- 
man, is that you?” He replied in German: “ Jobn, 
John, come and help me; these fellows are killing 
me.” I asked what fellows, He tried to answer, 
but could not do so. I heard all the time 
moans as if some one was é@uffering. I had my ear 
agaist the stable, about 5 feet fiom the big gate. I 
heard another voive gay tothe dogs that appeared to 
come where the scuffie was going on, ** Go way, go 
way,” and then another voice suid: ** Take a piece of 
wood and hit him on the head,” This convers:ition 
was carried on in a whisper, in German, I then ran 
to the big gate, and said: “ You, fellows, you G—d 
di—n 6—s of b—s, if you dont let that man slone Pu 
shoot your heads off.” Receiving no answer, I listen- 
ed, but the noise stopped, Walking back to our gate 
I waited to hear something fur.ber. There was then 
a noise in the stable as if some one had taken a ham- 
mer and was hitting beef in the head, It wasa dull, 
dead sound, The biows appeared to me to be repeated 
ten or twelvetimes, I did not Bear any groans or out- 
ery. I then called for the watch twice, and called out 
twice, * murder,” ** murder.” I then stirted on a ewift

A CONFESSION. 

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 10.—Young Fener has 
made a full confession to-night, implicating 
himself, his father, and George Rufer in the 
murder of Hermann Schilling. He says George 
Kufer proposed the murder on Saturday night, 
in his father’s bar-roonm, and the three hid in 
the tan-yard, waitiog half an hour before Schil- 
lung came in. He (Schilling) lit a lamp and went 
into the stable to groom the horse.

While he was wmvestigating - the 
matter, Rosenstein made his appearance, look- 
ing as unconcerned as though nothing had hap- 
peved, and was st once arrested. He was taken 
to the Eighteen:h I’recinct Station-House and 
locked up. He admitted that be bad quarreled 
with hia wife, but denied that he had thrown her 
from the roof of the house. He said that, after 
gaining the roof by means of the fire-escape, he 
spoke a few words to ber ahd then left her. Le 
passed down the stairway into the etreet, and 
went to a barber’s shup in Avenue A, near Thir- 
teenth street, and got shaved. When he returned 
home he found the crowd coliected ab ut the 
pouse, and was astonished to learn of the acci- 
dent which had betallen his wife. 

Tne statement of the boy Matthew is, how- 
ever, at complete vaflance with that of bis 
father.

Each block of prepara- 
tion is covered with a blue wravper setting out 
the virtues of tbe article, the place of mauufac- 
ture, vames of manufacturers, price, asd direc- 
tions foruse. This label the defendant has 
almost exactiv imitated, simply changing the 
name from **Joseph Dixon & Co.,” as on tue 
Original, to * Joshua Dixon & Co.,” the date tha 
patent was rendered from ‘'1827” to 
and the place from ** Railroad avenue, Jersey 
City,” to ** Steamboat avenue.” The size, sha) e, 
aud color of the paper and the type are all a 
close imitation of complainant's articie. But the 
last Straw which exuausted complainants pa- 
tience must have teen foundwhen it was seen 
that the defendant had copied the words ‘' Sev- 
eral panies claim to make stove polish like 
‘Dixon’ 8, *but se vesie tosay that such is pot 
the case.” ‘Ibe complainant felt it eould bear to 
have tue MO mer ae advertise his article as capa- 
bie of enduring the hottest fire wita- 
out producing any (sulphurous) smell; it 
could endure to havea the defendaut 
advise to mix with wa‘er, instead of taking it 
clear; but when the insolent Friedman adver- 
tises this articie as the *‘ only reliabie,” or words 
to that effect, the lmis of endurance was 
reached. Jcvdge Moore concurred in the opinion, 
apparentiy,and gi anted ap injunction to restrain 
avy further attempts on the part of kr.edman 
to ccpy the ‘old masters.”

The recollections of Pom- 
eroy, so far as the alleged bribery is concerned, 
are uncertain and treacherous, but he does re- 
member something discreditable to Senator In- 
galls, and promises to bring it out in his trial. 
Pomeroy has a niche in the temple of Fame as 
conspicuous as Butler's; what more does he 
want? We can't undertake to vindicate Pom- 
eroy if be has nothing better to offer in his de- 
fense than an accusation of Ingalis. 


It is not so bad as they tried to make it out in 
Minnesota. The Republican State ticket is 
elected by 5,500 majority; all the Congressmen 
are Republican, and the Republicans in the Leg- 
islature will have a majority of 27 on joint bal- 
lot. The choice of a United States Senator, 
however, will be controlled by a few Independ- 
ents, who may demand concessions of the Re- 
publicans. Such also seems to be the situation 
in New York, where a half-dozen of Fenton's 
friends hold the balance of power. 


Prof. Henry Hartshorn read a paper before 
the American Public Health Association yester- 
day on Iuvfant Mortality in Large Cities. He 
advocated the establishment of summer camps 
in the neighborhood of cities for the 
benefit of mothers and infants. The sug- 
gestion is worth discussion. It has some 
r to the favor of crusty 
bachelors and the untutored youth who have 
not yet learned to love the blessed babies. The 
first suburb of Chicago to receive and act upon 
Prof. Hartshorn s suggestion will have a rich re- 
ward. Camp Diaper will do for a name to start 
with. 

The Cook County Board of Canvassers has com- 
pleted the official count of votes casi in the First 
‘and Second Congressional Districts. Caulfield’s 
majority is reported to be 486, and Harrison’s 7. 
The result in the First District is about what 
was expected, but in the case of the Second it 
was hoped, up to the last moment, that Ward 
would be successful. His absence from the 
Forty-fourth Congress will scarcely be com- 
peneated for by the presence of Mr. Har- 
rison. We should have liked, on some accounts, 
to have had Mr. Harrison contest the seat. 
The action of » Democratic majority on his pe- 
tition would have been a special reminder to 
Chicago people of the illusive nature of those 
gains which are not laid up in Heaven, but 
where thieves break through and steal.

Ninety-two counties in Illinois give Etter, In- 
dependent candidate for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, 19,092 majority. Ridgway, 
Republican candidate for State Treasurer, has 
40,230 plurality over Carroll, Democrat, and 
62,631 over Gore, Independent Reformer. The 
combined vote of Carroll and Gore is 160,865, 
and their majority § over Ridgway is 
29,002. The Opposition in Illinois will 
doubtless cite these figures as evidence of 
their success in carrying the State. To be sure, 
it only needed a union of the two elements rep- 
resented by the Democratic and Farmers’ par- 
ty im order to the election of their candidates. 

But it 
ia not every man who can, like Etter, stand at 
the same time as the exponent of two opposite 
seta of principles. The Opposition party will not 
find his like again very soon ; and, in the mean- 
time, we shall look for a division of its ranks on 
the currency and prohibition questions.

With the approach of winter, the relations of 
Capital to labor are again becoming unsettled ; 
and this year, it seems probable, more work- 
men will be thrown out of employment than in 
any season for a long time past. The iron- 
workers and miners in Western Pennsylvania 
are peculiarly obstinate and stiff-necked. They 
know, or ought to know, that their em ployers can- 
not pay the present rate of wages without loss; 
yet they propose to resist a reduction. The 
miners in St. Clair Couvty, Lll., have gone to the 
farther length of threatening injury to the per- 
sons and property of their employers. In the 
Fast, the discharge of many laborers bas already 
been ordered, and many more will go when the 
cold weather has fairly set in. An illustra- 
tion of the degree in which production is 
being diminished 1s furnished by the resolu- 
tion of woolen manufacturers to make 25 
per cent less than the usual supply of 
fancy American cassimeres during tbe winter 
months. In this situation of affairs it becomes 
the workmen to be modest in their expectations, 
and the masters to be merciful; and if, after 
all, there shall be a number of destitute and de- 
serving men, women, and children compelled to 
ask charity, it will become the people to attena 
liberally and promptly to their necessities. 


There is an appeal, put forth in the language 
and tone of ademand by some self-constituted 
committees in New Orleans, that the troops be 
removed from Louisiana. For what purpose 
should they be removed? Six weeks ago there 
were no troops in Louisiana, and the Siate was 
as free from military interference as is [llinois. 
An armed rebellion suddenly seized the Govern- 
ment of that State, deposed all the general and 
local officers, and installed a new force in all the 
departments. Troops were sent to the State and 
the Government restored. Admitting that Kel- 
logg was never legally elected, aud that his in- 
stallation in January, 1873, was an usurpation, 
it will not be questioned by any person that the 
President could do anything else than to restore 
him and suppress the insurrection. Upon that 
point there is now no difference of opinion. The 
fact that there are troops in Louisiana at all at 
this time is due to that rebellion, to the over- 
throw of the State Government by the armed 
and organized mob of Louisiana. Now that 
the troops are there, they had better stay 
there until such time as the peace of the 
State is established. According to the reports, 
the Democrate have elected a majority of the 
Legislature and of tne local officers, and are sub- 
stantially in ecatrol of the Government. The 
troops viii not hurt them, unless they undertake 
to take things that don’t belong to them. 


CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

The Forty-fourth Congress will have an ex- 
cellent chance to prove the sincerity of Demo- 
cratic professions of reform. The party which 
will control a majority of the House for two 
years from the 4th of next March has pro- 
claimed in many platforms its belief in a non- 
partisan, e‘ficient Civil Service. Will it do any- 
thing now to put its theory in practice? Weare 
aware that ti difficulties in the way are many 
and serious to reform the old Democratic doc- 
trine of ‘‘to the victor belongs the spoils,” 
‘Lhe comparative failure of the many earnest 
attempts hitherto made to reform the Civil 
Service show that the task is a great one. 
The chief trouble has been, however, lack 
of system. An occasional examination merely 
introduces one more element of uncertainty. 
We submit to the cousideration of the country a 
plan of systematic reform. It may not be the 
best, but it is good enough to challenge the 
production of a bettes. 

The Civil Service is often compared to an 
army. Make itone. Let all the Government 
employes be divided into different ranks, as the 
officers of an army are. A dozen grades would 
furnish sufficient classification. In fact, a less 
number might do so. They would be numbered 
1, 2, 3, ete, The lowest subordinates would 
form grade No. 1; the highest, euch as 
the Chief Clerks of Departments, No. 12. 
Within each grade, the employes would rank, as 
officers of the same title do, according to the 
date of their appointment. The tenure of office 
would depend entirely upon competence and 
good behavior. It might be well to introduce a 
sort of modified court-martial into the Civil 
Service, and have an offender tried by 
a detail of his fellow clerks. This would 
tend to maintain a healthy esprit de corps. 
The findings of these courts would be 
subject to the approval of the Secretary. When- 
ever a clerk died, resigned, or was expelled, the 
vacancy created would be filled by advancing 
every person below him in rank one step for- 
ward. In this, the analogy of the army would 
be strictly followed. At stated intervals, exam- 
inations would be held. The candidates would 
receive certificates in the order of their merit. 
They would be appointed to the vacancies in the 
lowest grade in the same order. This system 
would provide the machinery needed to make 
the appointment and promotion of Government 
employes depend upon personal, instead of 
political, merit. At the first glance, it may seem 
open to the objection that it would involves 
constant shifting of positions and duties. This 
is notso. When Clerk No. 2,302 of grade No, 3 
became No. 2,301 of the same grade, his duties 
would not change. He would continue to do the 
same things in the same place, as an army Col- 
onel does when the death of another brings him 
one step nearer the stars of a Brigadier. The 
only men whose duties would change would be 
the heads of grades below the one ip which 
the vacancy occurred. Thus, if s member 
of No. 10 resigned, the chief of 
grade No. 11 would become the last 
men in No. 10, and the chief of 
No. 12 the last im No. 11. Each of them would 
be fitted for his new duties by the long course 
of tracing he bad had in passing through all the 
ranks below it, just as a Colonel learns how to 
discharge the duties of his rank by serving an 
apprenticeship as Lieutenant, Captain, Major, 
and Lieutenant-Colonel. 

A little vigorous discussion of definite plans 
for Civil-Service Reform will be of great good 
just now. It is for this reason that we submit 
these suggestions, which, if acted upon, would 
perhaps fully satisfy the requisites of a perfect 
Civil Service, tment for personal, not po- 
litical, merit; retention in office during compe- 
tence and good behavior; and assured promo- 
tion as the result of long service. If the Forty- 
third Congress is unable to find time, during the 
hurried hours of its closing session, to mature a 
measure of ‘reform, we call upon the Forty- 
fourth to redeem the pledges of its party, made 
at Baltimore in 1872, to “regard such thorough 
reforms of the Civil Service as one of the most 
pressing necessities of the hour.” If it prac- 
tacally heeds this pledge, we shall be prepared 
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PROF. PRICE ON COMMERCIAL CRISES. 

The lecture delivered by Prof. Bonamy Price 
on Monday eveuing, upon ** Commercial Crises,” 
which was printed in the last issue of Tut Tris- 
UNE, is pot only closely applicable to the con- 
dition of the times, but is also a discourse upon 
this branch of political economy which will com- 
mend itself to the genera reader from the clear- 
ness with which his theories are stated. While 
there is nothing particularly novel in these 
theories, still a novel interest is given to them 
from the menner in which they are linked to- 
gether and brought to bear upon his topic, from 
the happiness of his illustrations, and from the 
absence of those technicalities with which 
theorists usually obscure their statements. 
Prof. Price’s lecture was to all intents and pur- 
poses a popular talk upon commercial crises, 
the nature and purposes of capital, how vations 
grow poor and how they grow rich, how crises 
may be avoided, and the agency of banks in 
creating these crises,—the most pertinent warn- 
ing conveyed by the lecturer, perhaps, being the 
destruction of capital by unremunerative under- 


takings. 

Although Prof. Price’s lectu:: is of consider- 
able length, its salient points may le “stated 
quite briefly. The opening portions were devot- 
ed to a resume of the effects of commercial 
crises,—firet, upon the banks and joint stock 
companies, and second, upon the commercial 
and manufacturing enterprises and labor of all 
kinds; and, as this community has bad a prac- 
tical illustration of these effects during the past 
two years, it is nanecessary to dwell upon them. 
In defining a monetary crisis, the lecturer then 
proceeds to correct the popular delusion that it 
is some injury which has happened to the gold 
or paper money of a courtry, by showing that 
gold and bits or paper are not wealth so long as 
they remain money and are not converted into 
property. The secret of the crizis lies not in 
money, its increase or decrease, but in the de- 
struction of capital. 

This is not a new theory, but, placed before the 
people in a popular way, it will undoubtedly ap- 
pear so to the great mass who have hitherto 
supposed that a monetary crisis was the result of 
a paralysis of the monetary nerves of the coup- 
try,if we may so call them. Its canses lie fur- 
ther back, aud, as this point is the key-note of 
Prof. Price’s position, it needs emphasis. Capi- 
tal is “‘ the food, the clothing, the tools, and the 
raw material,” and also the shelter and the labor, 
involved in the industrial life of man. These 
constitute capital, and this capital is replaced by 
the goods made with it, traders, shipping, 
railways, and canals being simply the agencies 
for placing these goods in the right place, and 
the test of this capital is that it is re- 
produced. So long as this capital is 
kept intact,—that is, so long as the 
goods made replace what has been consumed 
to make them,—a nation’s wealth doos not decay 
This point having been established, it is easy to 
see how nations get richer, and poorer. They 
get richer, not by saving of money, for there is 
no more money in the contry, but by the increase 
of this capital; that is, by improvemgnts, by 
wealth-making machinery, and the increase of 
facilities of prodaction; and they get poorer by 
consuming more than they make, which dimin- 
in. 28 this capital, unless they apply the remedy 
of consuming leas when they make leos, which 
is a fundamentia! !*% in political economy, whose 
operations have been clearly manifested in the 
financial history of this country during the past 
two years. One of the happiest illustrations of 
the destruction of capital was the lecturer’s 
practical application of his facts to the building 
of railroads, and upon this pomt we reproduce 
the lecturer's own words: 

Did I not tell you the test of capital is that it is re- 
produced? Is an unfinished railway power? If I 
said to ull the workmen in the State of Iinois to make 
holes in the ground, there would not be a crisis, prob- 
ably, because you would say: ‘“ They are al] going, in 
two orthree months, to starve,” and therefore there 
would not be much surprise about the matter with the 
thing right before you; but suppose you persuaded 
yourself that making holes in the prairie was going to 
get you immeneely rich, and you discover in two or 
three months everything was all gone, and there was 
nothing left but holes in the ground, When that dis— 
covery is made, there is a terriblething. A small man 
has been putting all he saves into what he supposes is 
good securities—into this railway, and, when the time 
comes, he finds thatthe workmen have eaten it, the 
workmen have drunk it, and be has no share init. It 
is an unfinished line. Is not that a destruction of cap- 
ital? Was not that the matter with your country last 
year? Was not there s number of clever things called 


bonds? And were not those notes bought by the peo- 
ple with their money ? 


Although this is but one instance of the man- 
ner io which capical, that is, wealth, has been 
destroyed, it is one of the gravest importance to 
the American people. It tells the secret of the 
recent panic. Ihe money which the people 
placed in these bonds was obtained with their 
products, their industry, their factory work, and 
this wealth went into ‘*the holes ip the ground,” 
as Prof. Price so happily terms them, and there 
it will stay, because it was consumed by men 
who had no goods to sell in return, and who 
have not restored or replaced the capital 
they have destroyed. Here is the secret of 
crises, for what is true of railroads 
is true of every oiher form of the destruction of 
wealth. The making of unfinished railways re- 
produces nothing. Nothing passes to the bank- 
er’s books; on the other hand, the money has 
been passing the other way. The banker finds his 
deposits are diminishing, and the merchant caa- 
not get accommodations, and the crisis bursts 
upon the people. The cause of the crisis sug- 
gests the remedy. The capital must be built up 
again. The means of labor must be increased. 
Consumption must be limited. In homely phrase, 
we must stop eating up to-day what is stored up 
for two days. 

Tne limits of the present article will not allow 
a discussion of this statement of the cause and 
remedy for crises. It will, however, as we stated 
at the outset, correct the popular delusion with 
reference to the relations of money to crises, and 
clear away the fog which has so long clouded 
the popular mind upon this question. If, after 
accepting the cause which Prof. Price has stated 
so clearly, they apply the remedy by industry, 
economy, and retrenchment, it will not lake long 
to recover from the effects of the erisis which 
sre stillin operation. For this clear, concise, 
and prectical lesson in political economy, Prof. 
Price deserves the heartiest commendation. 


The world at large is not alone in the opinion 
that Weston, the pedestrian, is, not to speak 
harshly, a disappointment.

Victory will 
qualify bim for a responsible position on the 
Herald, His theories will prove invaluable to 
the walking editors of that paper. 


THE TARIFF-TAX. 

Some papers professing to be Republican 
organs criticise the position of THz CuHicaco 
TRIBUNE On the tariff question. The argument 
is that the country is demanding more taxes, and 
that the people, indignant at the failure of Con- 
gress to add to the general taxation, have held 
the Repubiican party responsible, and thrust out 
of Congress many of its members. Here is a 
specimen of the logic: 

The party owes its recent reverses, in part, to too 
great reticence on the subject of protection to home 
industry. Its most severe rebukes and losses have oc- 
curred in manufacturing sections, as in Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, and portions of Pennsylvania. The Alle- 
gheny County District is a striking instance in point, 
where two years ago Gen. Negiey was elected to Con- 
gress by nearly 7,000 majority, etc. 

This a remarkable confession. In 1861, Con- 
gress begun to increase taxes for the double 
purpose of raising war revenue, and to ‘ pro- 
tect” home industry. Annually from 1861 to 
1867 an additional turn of the screw was applied, 
that with increased taxes the people should be 
benefited. At this time the tariffof the United 
States exceeds that of any civilized nation in the 
world. Oompared with the tariffs of other coun- 
tries it is a monstrosity of taxation that is 
not attempted by any enlightened Government. 
As this tax is not levied for revenue but mere- 
ly to protect the manufacturing districts, we 
can only draw the inference, that to the 
extent that the late elections were controlled 
by the tariff, the people of the manufac- 
turiug districts, as well as the people of the ag- 
ricultural districts, are heartily sick and tired of 
the excessive taxation. An average tax of 46 
per cent on everything that we eat, drink, 
wear, or otherwise consume, is likely in the 
course of time to reach the pockets of every 
citizen, and to awaken him to a consciousness 
tbat he is being robbed most unmercifully. 
Massachusetts defeated Butler, whose woolen- 
mill has a monopoly of making American bunt- 
ing. Allegheny and Pittsburg, whose every in- 
dustry is protected, elected two Democrats to 
Congress. Cleveland, too, whose laborers are 
protected by general and special legislation, voted 
the Democratic ticket. Ciucinnati, Detroit, and 
St. Louis, whose manufactures are beavily pro- 
tected, voted the same way, as did also the 
lumber and gsalt-making districts of Michigan. 
If the recent elections turned upow the question 
of Protection, how can we escape the con- 
clusion that all these great manufacturing 
centres have declared in favor of an abolition of 
protective duties? The theory that they elected 
Froe-Traders to Congress in order to have taxes 
uncreased is one of those absurdities which are 
only consistent with the ignorance that insists 
that the Republican party, as a party, is pledged 
to Protection, and that the best way to lessen 
the great and oppressive burden of taxation is 
to increase taxation nearer and nearer to the line 
of confiscation. 


THE FULLER(ON-AVENUE JOB. 

The coutractors for the construction of the 
Fullerton-avenue sewer have petitioned the 
Common Council for a gratuity of $165,000. 
Tbe circumstances are very plain. The Board 
of Public Works advertised for bids for the con- 
struction of the sewer connecting Lake Michi- 
gan with the north branch of the river. The 
lowest bidders were George F. Norris & Co., to 
Whom was awarded the contract. These gen- 
tlemen, after a careful survey of the ground, 
concluded that they bad made a very good thing, 
aud that their profits would be handsome. They 
have completed about one-fourth of the work, 
and now present a claim that the cbaracter of 
the soil is different from what they bad sup- 
posed, and that the difficuities of building the 
conduit are so much greater than was antici- 
pated, that they caunot complete the job with- 
out a loss unless the city shall so increase the 
rates per foot that their aggregate compensa- 
tion will be $165,000 greater than it will be un- 
der the contract. This petition is presented 
under unfortunate circumstances. It is 
presented at the close of the ses- 
sion of the Council, when a iarge 
number of Aldermen are about to leave 
the Council to give way to successors already 
elected. There is an annual rush of desperate 
jobe during the time between the election of a 
new Council and the going out of the old. This 
claim, coming at this time, has the appearance 
of being a grab. For this reason, the present 
Common Council should not act on it at all. 
The shameful revelations of the vote on the D. 
M. Ford contract should be a warning. 

But there are other reasons why the Common 
Council should not take the action asked for. 
The law requires that all work done for the city 
shall be let by contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder. When the Board of Public Works thus 
leta contract, that should be the end of it. The 
city does not in any way underwrite its contracts 
and guarantee a profit to the contractors. On 
the contrary, it compels the contractors to give 
bonds to execute the work at the price named, 
whether they make money ornot. There can 
be no increase in the compensation named in 
the contract without a repeal of the law on that 
subject. The letting of the contract is placed 
by the charter in the Board of Public Works, and 
the charter requires of that Board certain action 
in cage the contractor fails to perform his du- 
ties. This is by no means a newcase. The 
contractors for the Washington-street tunnel 
found that they were unable to execute the 
work at the contract price, and abandoned it. 
The work was then relet to those who were 
able to do the work. The present contractors, 
if they are unable to complete the work without 
a loss, have two courses to follow,—to go on with 
the work and sustain the loss that may occur, 
or suspend work and let the city relet the con- 
tract, and hold them responsible for whatever 
difference may happen in the cost of completing 
the sewer. This 1s the requirement of the city 
charter, and the Common Council cannot de- 
cently go behind it, and vote an increase of 
compensation to a contractor who voluntarily 
underbid all responsible competitors. The Com- 
mou Council certainly cannot with propriety 
take any action at all, except upon the report of 
the Board of Public Works, and that Board can- 
not recommend an increase of compensation to 
a contractor when the law expresaly pointe out 
how that Board shall act im case a contractor 
default. 

To vote additional] eompensation to a contract- 
or is to destroy the whole contract system. It 
breaks up all honest competition. It turns the 
whole question of compensation for work and 
materials over to the Common Coaneil. It invites 
spurious and fictitious bids, that the contractor 
may go to the Council afterwards to have 50, 60, 


or 80 per cent added to his bid. It is, moreover, 
not clear that the contractors have such a bad 
job of it after all. Upon this subject the Board 
of Public Works mav throw some light, and pos- 
sibly be able to establish that this is a demand to 
pluoder the City Treasury out of $165,000 by the 
votes of a squad of retiring Aldermen in the 
last hours of their official life. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The recent indictment of a prominent mem- 
ber of the Board of Trade of this city, by its 
Directors, opens up a question of more than 
usual interest to the Board, and to Chicago, of 
whose commercial relations the Board is the 
leading representative. The member in ques- 
tion is charged with having deliberately omitted 
to fulfill his contracts when he was avowedly 
able to make the deliveries of grain wbich he 
had sold; refusing to abide by the decisions of 
the Committees of Arbitration and Appeals, af- 
ter he had pledged himself in writing to accept 
their ruling as final; defied the power of the 
constitutional authorities of the Board to disci- 
pline him; and denied the validity of the rules 
of the Association. He has thus put at defiance 
the entire membership of the Board on a ques- 
tion of far greater importance than the mere 
mercantile standing of ‘an individual operator. 
It 1s a question which involves the existence of 
the Board itself, and the immense produce busi- 
ness of Chicago which is transacted by the Board 
of Trade. 

The answer to this important question de- 
pends not so much upon the gamblers and 
scalpers on ‘Change as upon those who condemn 
discreditable transactions, but are usually too 
busy to express their censure in the only way iu 
which it can be felt. The matter rests in tneir 
hands, and they should, for once, waken up tu 
a sense of the situation. They should remem- 
ber that if the Kcard cannot enforce its own 
rules, and protect itself from public disgrace, it 
will soon cease to be respected. The respect of 
the business community once forfeited, the 
Board must lose the produce business of the 
Northwest; and some other medium must be 
provided for transacting that commerce in this 
city, or a large part of the produce trade will be 
lost to Chicago. 


THE ROCK ISLAND & HENNEPIN CANAL. 

It has been fitfully proposed, from time to 
time during the last few years, to dig a canal 
between Hennepin, on the Illinois, and Rock 
Island, on the Mississippi. Waiving for the mo- 
ment the question, ‘‘ Who onght to -dig it?” we 
propose to consider, first, whether it ought to be 
dug at all. 

The route, which has been several times sur- 
veyed, is substantially that of the western por- 
tiou of the Chicago & Rock Isiend Railroad. 
The country is nearly level. The rise from Hen- 
nepin to the Summit is only 209 feet, which 
would be divided between nineteen locks. There 
would be one stretch of 15 miles on the Green 
River without a lock. The fall from the Summit 
to the Missiasippi is 88 feet. This would require 
only eight locks. The Summit-cut itself would 
be ouly 6 miles long, with adépth of rock-excava- 
tion varying from 5 to 12 feet. There is scarcely 
any rock to be cut through outside of this short 
stretch. The whole length of the canal 
would be 64 miles. This is exclusive of a feeder, 
38 miles long, from the Summit to the Rock 
River at Dixion. Itis claimed that the quan- 
tity of water taken by this feeder from the 
river would be so small that the manufacturing 
industries of the Rock Valley would not suffer 
at all. The highest estimate of the cost of the 
whole work made by the engineers engaged on 
the different surveys is $4,500,000. This is for 
a large canal. 

The Cavadian canals will be finished within 
three years. When they are, the present cost of 
transporting grain from Chicago to Montreal 
will be sensibly lowered. At present the rate 
per bushel ie 1l‘¢ cents. From Chicago to New 
York, by the Erie, it is 1544. The real differ- 
ence is decidedly greater, however, for these 
figures do not include the cost of transshipment 
at either Montreal or New York. They are very 
much higher at the latter. The average coat of 
water-transportation to New York during the 
last seven years has been 20 cents per bushel. 
Even st this high rate, the saving in freights, 
as compared with what railroad carriage of the 
same amount would have cost, is reckoned, for 
the three years, 1865-6-7, at over $40,000,000. It 
is fair to calculate that Illinois gained one-tenth 
of this. These figures serve to show how essen- 
tial to the Western grain-grower water-ways are. 
It must not be forgotten, moreover, that this is 
but part of the gain. Canal competition keeps 
down railroad rates. Every winter, as soon as 
the Erie freezes, Eastern freights by rail ad- 
vance largely,—the railroads taking advantage 
of the closing. 

It is now proposed to extend the great water- 
way provided by the St. Lawrence, the Erie, and 
the Lakes from the seaboard to Chicago west- 
ward to the Mississippi by way of the Illinois & 
Michigan Canal, the Lilinois River, and the Rook 
Island & Hennepin Canal. The cos: of the last 
link needed to complete this chain would be, as 
we have said, $4,500,000. This i just about 
equal to the sum which Illinois saved by using 
the Erie, despite ita high charges, in three 
years! The proposed canal would tap, 
at Rock Island, the currents of grain 
which flow down the Mississippi from 
the whole Northwest. How great this flow 
is may be inferred from the fact that lowa, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, and Illinois produced, in 
1870, over 100,000,000 bushels of wheat alone. 
The grain grown in these States could be floated 
down the Mississippi in barges, and the barges 
could then be towed directly to Uhicago. This 
towing might be done by a locomotive running 
on @ narrow-gauge railway along the bank, or 
the steam canal-boats now being tried on the 
Erie may prove successful enough to warrant 
their use here. If only thirty boats passed 
through the canal per day, they would transport 
8,400 tons of grain. It would take forty-two 
heavily-loaded railroad trains to carry the same 
amount. The saving in cost of transportation 
would be great. Not only would the goods car- 
ried on the canal pay low freights, but aleo those 
transported by rail. The opening of the water- 
way would compel the Uhicago & Rock Island 
Railway to reduce ite rates at once. The 
Burlington & Quincy and the Northwest- 
ern would quickly be forced to follow 
suit A similar reduction by all the 
east-and-west lines would be only as ques- 
tion of time. Thus the whole West, whether ar 
not it used the canal, would be the gainer by it. 

It is evident that it would pay, and pay richly, 
to dig this ditch between Rock Island ana Hen- 
nepin, but Illinois is forbidden by her Con- 
stitution to do it by the sale of bonds. The 
enterprise is of too great magnitude, per- 
havs, for s private eorporation to undertake, 
although it would surely yield a handsome 
profit. If the General Government is to 
pursue a policy of internal improvement, 
we know of no way in which it can spend 


$4,500,000 of the funds set apart for that pur- 
pose better than in digging the Rock Island & 
Hennepin Canal. 


THE CINCINNATI CREMATION CASE. 

The murder of Herman Schilling will serve 
Cincinnati for a nine-days’ sensation. Schilling 
was a watchman in a tannery. ‘Two men, one of 
whom is presumably the father of a girl whom 
the murdered man had seduced, attacked him 
about 10 o’clock Saturday night. They stabbed 
bim with a pitchfork and pounded him insensi- 
ble with clubs. Then, apparently maddened by 
the taste of blood, they developed into devils. 
Some 40 feet from the stable in which the strug- 
gle took place is a furnace. It was in full blast. 
The murderers dragged Schilling thither, and 
jammed him through a small! irou door into the 
hot-air chamber under the boiler. Nine hours 
afterwards, when the furnace was opened, a 
mass of charred flesh was discovered within. 
One of the notable features of the murder is 
the conduct of a youth of whom Cinciunati is 
probably not proud. He heard the scuffle, and 
ran to the place. Schilling, who knew him, 
sheuted that he was being killed. Thereat this 
phenomenon walked around the square, shouted 
‘*Watch!” saw no policeman, came back and 
told the murderers they had better stop before 
the police came, and—went to bed. , 

The Cincinnati reporters are eagerly improv- 
ing the chance to do what they apparently con- 
sider “‘fine writing.” The Enquirer man tel!s 
the readers of that sheet just how the remains 
smelt, and all about the “hideous adhesion of 
half-molten flesh, boiled brains, and jellied 
blood.” He marks, with a connoisseur’s eye, the 
different effect of the heat on different organs. 
Thus the liver “was simply roasted” (lucky 
liver!), while the kidnevs were ‘fairly fried.” 
After using his eyes to such effect, the reporter 
tried touch. Unfortunately, most of the brain 
had “‘ boiled away.” There was still, however, a 
““small wasted lump” left. This was “ crisp 
and warm.” After fingering the surface, this 
Ornament of American journalism pushed his 
finger into the centre and was thus enabled to in- 
form the Enquirer subsoribers, at their break- 
fast-tables, that the interior felt about the con- 
sistency of banana-fruit” (this will be pleasant 
for banana-eaters to remember), *‘ and the yel- 
low fibres seemed to writhe like worms in the 
Coroner’s hands.” We spare the reader the 


| pleasing fanciful description of the probable ag- 


onies’of the live man when poked into the fire. It 
ends with a picture of the two murderers *‘ peer- 
ing into the furnace until the skull exploded 
and the steaming body burst ’’! 

This is the first practical trial of cremation in 
America since the revival of discussion on that 
theme. Prof, Webster inaugurated the fashion 
by burning Dr. Parkman after killing him. This 
was @ quarter of a century ago. We believe that 
no other case of cremation has been reported 
until now. In both cases, in Boston and Cin- 
cinpati, the charred remains of the victim were 
found and identified. Parkman's murderer was 
hung. Schilling’s slayers probably will be. The 
failure to conceal the evidences of erime will 
militate against the general adoption by mur- 
derera of this method. They will simply kill us 
and refrain from baking us afterwards. Mean- 
while, unless somebody in some other vity does 
something incredibly wicked very soon, Cincin- 
nati can congratulate herself on having pro- 
duced the most ghastly crime and the most loath- 
some report of it for the year of our Lord 1874.

To such a man the 
Fates have done their worst. After such a series 
of disappointmeats, no wonder that the poor 
man takes his stand at the door of a theatre, 
satisfied that the shame of the stage are more 
substantial than the gratitude and honesty of 
the world.

A very meagre audience gathered last night in 
the Michigan Avenue Baptist Church to listen to 
» lecture on * The Church and the Theatre.”

Missouri.

The Black Hills Expedition---Movements 
Against Hostile Indians. 


H’p, Q’as. Minitary Division oF THE MISSOURI, 
Cuicaao, Ill., Oct, 1, 1874. 
Col, William D. Whippie, Assistant Adjutant General 
Headquarters af the Army, St. Louis, Me. : 

CoLongEL: I have the honor to submit here- 
with, for the information of the General of the 
Army, my annual report, accompanied by the re- 
ports of the Department Commanders withia 
this Miltary Division. 

No changes have occurred in the organization 
of the Division since my last annual report, nor 
has there been any change of Department Com- 
mandeis during the past year. 

The Military Division of the Missouri includes 
most of the Western States, and ali the lerri- 
tories east of Arizona, California, and Idaho, 
from British America on the north to the Gulf 
of Mexico on the south, and embraces within its 
limits 99 Indian tribes, numbering about 
192,000 pe: sons, scattered over more than 1,000,- 
000 square miles of frontier country. 

For the better protection of this frontier, with 
its vast agricultural, miuing, mercantile, and 
other interests, it has been divided inte 

FOUR DEPARTMENTS, VIZ. : 

The Department of Dakota, with headquarters 
at St. Paul, Minn., commanded by Brig.-Gen. 
Alfred H. Terry, consisting of the State ef Min- 
nesota and the Territories of Dakota and Mon- 
tana ; 

The Department of the Platte, with headquar- 
ters at Omaha, Neb., commanded by Brig.-Gen. 
Edward O. C. Ord, consisting of the States of 
Iowa and Nebrasha, and the Territories of Utab 
and Wyoming ; 

The Department of the Missouri, commanded 
by Brig.-Gen. John Pope, with headquarters at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan., consisting of 
the States of [Jlinois, Missouri, and 
Kansas, ithe Territories of Colorado 
and New Mexico, and the Indian Territory north 
of the Canadian River ; 

And the Department of Texas, commanded 
by Brig.-Gen. Christopher C. Augur, with head- 
quarters at Sav Antonio, Tex., consisting of the 
State of Texas and the Indian Territory south of 
the Canadian River. 

Within these limite we have seventy-six estab- 
lished posts and camps, garrisoned by eight reg- 
iments of cavalry, seventeen regiments of in- 
fantry, and a small detachment of engineer 
troops, aggregatiug at the last official report, 
17,819 commissioned officers and enlisted mea.

ARE DISTRIBUTED AS FOLLOWS: 

Department of Dakoca, 16 companies of cavalry 
and 50 eompanies of infantry, aggregating 4,283 
officers and men; Department of the Plaice, 20 
companies of cavairy and 50 companies of in- 
fautry, aggregating 4,762 officers and men ; 
Department of the Missouri, 24 companies of 


cavalry and 30 companies of infintry, aggregat- 
ing 8,648 officers and men; Department of 
Texas, 36 companies of cavalry and 40 companies 
of infantry, aggregating 5,126 officers and men ; 
making a grand total of 266 companies and 17,819 
men. 

To protect the frontier from depredating 
bands of Indians; to assist the Department of 
the Interior to maintain its authority on tie 
various Indian reservations ; te explore aod 
survey unsnown territory; to aid the civil 
authorities in evforcing the laws and maiptain- 
ing peace in remote districts ; to escort National 
Boundary, State, and Territorial surveying 
parties; to protect and defend the ad- 
vanced lines of railway in tho Far-West, 
and in fact to do everything within our power to 
forward the advancing wave of civilization on 
our frontiers, and at the same time to Keep 
within the limite of our appropriations, ha; 
tboroughly taxed the energies of both the com- 
manding Generale and their subordinates 
throughout the whole Division; and, taking 
into cousideration the small number of troops, 
the great extent of territory covered by their 
operations, and the amount of mopvey appro- 
priated by Congress to cover our expenditures, 
we bave succeeeed as we!l as could be expected, 
as acareful perusal of the accompanyiug sub- 
reports will show. 

he condition of Indian affairs in 
THE DEPARTMENT OF DAKOTA 

bas been remarkably quiet duriog the past year. 
In this Department are located the majority of 
the hosiile bands of Sioux Indians,—some 
of them on teservations along the Missouri 
River, some on Milk River, fartber north, 
pear the boundary of British Amerka, 
and the rest roam over the valleys of the Big- 
Hora, Yellowstone, and Powder Rivers, occa- 
sionally coming in to Red-Cloud and Spotted- 
Tail’s Agencies to draw rations and other sup- 
plies. ith the exception of an occasional dash 
about Fort Lincoln to steal stock, a raid or two 
into Montana in which a few lives were lost, and 
an attack once in a while upon the poor Man- 
dans and Rees, comparative quiet has existed. 

This condition of affairs may be owing eome- 
what to the very limited extent of exposed 
frontier in this Department, which compeis the 
Indians to seek for — and scaips in the 
Department of the Platte, where the frontier 
lines of settlement have progressed to a much 
greater extent, abd are more exposed than in 
the Department of Dakota. 

In order to better control the Indians making 
these raids towards the south, I bad contem- 
plated, for two or three years past, to establish 
@ military post in the country known as the 
Black Hillis, and, in my last annual report, rec- 
ommended the establishment of a large post 
there, so that, by holding an interior poiut in 
the heart of the Indian country, we could 
threaten the villages and stock of the Indians, if 
they made raids on our settlements. With this 
view, I mentioned the subject in the presence of 
the President, the Honorable Secretary of the 
Interior, the Honorable Secretary of War, and 
the General of the Army, last fall, and, meeting 
with a favorable response from the Secretary of 
the Interior. who has exclusive charge of Indian 
affairs, | set to work to make a 

RECONNOISSANCE OF THE COUNTRY 
about which dreamy stories have been told, es- 
pecially by Father de Smet. 

I first thought that Fort Laramie, which is not 
much more o 100 miles from the Biack Hills, 
would be the best place to etait the reconnois- 
sance from, but on visiting Fort Laramie last 
fall, and again in the winter, I found the condi- 
tion aud temper of the Indians such as would 
probably provoke hostilities. I then turned my 
attention to Fort A. Lincoln, on the Missouri 
River, at the end of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
where most of the Seventh Regiment of Cavaliry, 
under command of Lieut.-Col. George A, Custer, 
was stationed, as the moss suitable place to 
start from, although the distance was three 
tames as great as from Fort Laramie. On visit- 
ing Fort Lincoln in the spring, { found every- 
thing favorable, and two or three Indian guides 
had been secured by Col. Custer, with whom I 
had previously communicated, who stated that 
the route to the Black Hiile was practicabie. i 
then returned and secured the necessary authori- 
ty for the recopnoissance, and derected Gen. 
‘lerry to organize the expedition and put Col. 
Custer in command, whom | thought especially 
fitted for such an undertaking. 

The reconnoissance was successful. The coun- 
try of the Black Hills was found tobe much better 
than was expected, with plenty of good timber 
and considerable good soii at high aititudes, and 
abundant supply of good water and 8. me 
gold was found near Harney’s P but of its 
abundance there is at present 

NO RELIABLE INFORMATION. 
Sufficient time could not be given by an expedi- 
tion such as that of Col. Custer to prospect anda 
determine ite quantity. The color of gold can 
be found aimost anywhere in any of the now ex- 
isting Western Territories, but often its quantity 
is confined to the few particles which make the 
color. I have for five or six years past believed 
there were extensive de ts of gold in the 
country west of the Biack Hills, extending as far 
west as the old Crow Reservation in Mootana, 
apd as far south as the Wiud River Mountains 
in Wyoming, embracing the valleys of Powder 


River, Tongue River, Big Rose Big Horn, 
Littie Rosebud, and Wind River. t is possibile 
that it may exist in quantities to be of great na- 
tional importance; and the valleys of some of 
the rivers named, especially of Wind River and 


the Big Harn, are of great agricultural iniporct- 


ance, having good soil and the greatest abund- 
ance of timber and water. 

The country of the Black Hills examined by 
Col. Custer ia, I am led vo believe, of great value 
for its timber, and it contains some gold and sil- 
ver, but the tests in the Custer reconnoissance 
are not sufficient to establish its existence in 
large quantities, 

lagain recommend the establishment of a 
large military post there, for the reasons given 
in my last report, viz., better control of the In- 
diaus. 

The disturbance in 

THE DEPARTMENT OF THE PLATTE 

were not frequent until the early part of the 
year, when Lieut. Robinson, Fourteenth Infant- 
ry, and Corp. Coleman, of the same regiment, 
were wantonly murdered, while in charge of a 
lumber-train running from a Governmeut saw- 
mill situated near Laramie Peak. This seemed 
to be the signal fur otber Indian depredations 
and the commencement of great troubles at 
Red Cioud’s and Spotted Tail’s Agencies, which 
were located on White River, 120 and 150 miles 
respectively, northeast from Fort Laramie. At 
the request of the Department of the Interior, 
troops had to be sent for the protection of the 
Indian Agents and their employes at these 
Agencies, in the dead of winter, entailing great 
suffering and a heavy expense to the army. 
Upon their arrival, the hostile bauds withdrew 
from the Agencies, leaviag the peacefully in- 
clined to remain under the protection of the 
soldiers ; the hostiles fleeing north, towards 
Powder River aod the Big Horn valleys. but not 
without first senaiog out their young warriors to 
steal stock and tadce a scaip whenever and 
wherever they could do it without much danger 
to themselves. The acts of these bands seemed 
to fire up the blood of the Northern Cheyennes aud 
Arapahees, two small tribes who belong to Red 
Cloud's Agency, and who usually make their 
home at or near Pumpkin Butte, on the bead- 
waters of Powder River, or sometimes further 
west in the lower valley of Wind River, where it 
flows through the Ow! Creek range of the Rocky 
Mountains. From jthis last-pamed point they 
commenced a series of raids upon the friendly 
Shosbones near Camp Brown, in the Wind River 
country, stealing borses and other stock from 
setilers living io the valleys of the Big aod 
Little Popo-a-gie Rivers. 

This state of things continued until the latter 
part of June, when Gen. Ord apd myself ar- 
rived at Camp Brown, on atour of inspection. 
The evening of our arrival, word was brougat in 
by Shoshone scouts that they had discovered 
the camp of a large war party about 90 miles 
distant, and Capt. A. E. Bates, of the Second 
Cavairy, was ordered to attack the camp at 
once, and break up this rendezvous, if possible. 

Taking his company, and about 160 friendly 
Shoshouves, Capt, Bates moved promptly on the 
euemy, and aiter a most gallant fight 

COMPLETELY KOUTED HIM, 

killing twenty-six, and wounding a large num- 
ber, of whom twenty-one are since reported 
dead. Our joss waa.four killed and five wound- 
ed, Lieut. R. H. Young, Fourth Infantry, being 
among the latter number. I take pleasure in 
commending the conduct of Capt. Bates, Lieut. 
F. H. Robinson, and Acting Assistant Surgeon 
Thomas G. Maghee, in this action. After this 
punishment, the two bands of Cheyennes and 
Arrapahoes moved to Pulpkin Butte and sent 
a delegation, to Fort Fetterman asking, with a 
good deal of bluster, whether we wanted 
war. The reply was ‘‘ Yes,” and that we 
should kill as many of them as we 
could, uniess they stopped their depreda- 
tious and returned to their Agency—which they 
eoncluded to do, and accordingly lost no time in 
coming in. Small parties of Sioux, however, 
continued their depredations north of Fort 
Steele, killing a number of persons, until recent- 
ly, when Gen. Ord was able to send a small 
column in that direction, sipce which time they 
have disappeared. So far as heard from, this 
column has accomplished no great results, but 
met with @ sligat disaster in encounteling a 
heavy sauw-storm on the 2d of September. It 
hes uow returned aud will be disbanded, and the 
troops sent to their wioter quarters. 

Numerous raids were also made into the De- 
pariment of the Platte; on the settlements in the 
northeast of Nebraska, and on the semi-civilized 
Otoe and Ponca Indians located there. The 
annoyance was great, but the loss only a few 
lives and a considerabie amount of stock. 

The troops in the Department of the Mbatte 
have been kept active, and nume:ous changes 
have taken piace, for a detaiied account of 
which, and for other information, I respectiuliy 
refer to the accompanying reports of Gea. Ord 
and his subordinate officers. 

Indian troubles in 

THE DEPARTMENT OF THE MISS6OURI, 
with the exception of occasional annoyances in 
New Mexico, were quite insignificant until last 
June, when, the grass being well grown, the rest- 
less apd turbulent nature of the ludian began 
to mapifest itself, and about this time they at- 
tacked Maj. Compton, Sixth Cavairy, who, witha 
small detachment of troops, was accompanying 
a Paymaster from Camp Supply, Ind. Ter., to 
Fort Lodge, in Kansas. They were worsted in 
the encounter, however, losing four killed and 
@ number wounded. Immediately there- 
after, many horrible. massacres occurred, 
perpetrated principally by the Chevennes, 
assisted by email parties of the Kiowas and Co- 
manches, culminating in a general avd deter- 
mined attack upon some buffulo-hunters who 
had established a ranch on the Main Canadian 
River, at Adobe Wa!!ls, located in what ts known 
as the Pan-handle of the State of Texas. The 
attack was an unusially gallant one for the In- 
dians to make, but afcer several days’ hard 
fighting, they were repulsed with severe loss of 
liie on their side. Before the date of this at- 
tack, however, the Agent of the Arapahoes and 
Cheyennes had been compelled to abandon his 
post, aud many livés were lost at and in the vi- 
cinity of the Agency. Smail parties of 
bostile Indians had also made their appearance 
along the frontier line of settlements in 
Southern Kansas. and Soudheastern Colorado. 

On the 2ist of July, authority was received 
from the Department of the Interior, through 
the Secretary of War, to invade, if necessary, 
the special Indian reservations ret aside for 
these Indians within the limits of Indian Terri- 
tory, or, in other words, to 
PUNISH THEM WHEREVER THEY MIGHT BE FOUND. 
Gen. Pope was then authorized to push his 
troops into the field and carry out this condition 
to the best of his ability. 

The result has been the organization of a col- 
umn under Col. N. A. Miles, Fifth IJnfantry, 
which advanced against the Indians from Camp 
Supply, 1. T., viathe Antelope Hills; and an- 
other column under Maj. W. R. Prce, Eighth 
Cavalry, who moved down the Canadian River 
from Forts Bascom and Union to join Col. Miles 
at or near the Antelope Hills. 

Col. Miles encountered the Indians near the 
headwaters of the Washita River, and kept up a 
running fight for several days, the Indiaos 
steadily falling back uncil they reached the hills 
eight miles from Salt Fork of Red River, where 
they made a bold stand, but were promotly at- 
tacked, routed, and pursued ina southwesterly 
direction, across Main Red River and out on to 
the Staked Plains, losing beavily in men, anima!s 
and baggage. Owing to a want of supplies, Col. 
Miles was at length forced to abandon the pur- 
suit and return toa point near Antelope Hills, 
where supplies had been senthim. This train 
of supplies which met him at the point indicated 
had been attacked bya large force of lodians, 
principally Kiowas from the Witchita Agency, 
while moving on the Washita River above that 
place, but had been most gallantly and success- 
fully defended by Capt. Lyman and Lieut. Lewis 
with a small train-guard of about sixty-one men, 
Lieut. Lewis receiving a severe wound in the 
action. 

Col. Miles has by this time, in all probability, 
resumed the pursuit of the hostile tribes, and in 
conjunction with the column of Col, Mackenzie, 
who is prope | up from Texas towards the head- 
waters of River, almost to the very spot 
where Col. Miles has driven the Indians, and 
Lieut.-Col. Davidson who has been moving with 
his command since the 10th of September up the 
Washita River, together with Lieut.-Col. Buel, 
who is moving from Fort Sill up the Main P.ed 
River, we may well anticipate 

LIVELY TIMES FOR THESE UNRULY INDIANS. 

All of these columns were pushed out sooner 
than was desirable, especially that of Col Mies 
and Maj. Price, but I deemed it necessary that 
we should take the field at once to prevent the 
hostile Indians from forcing out those of their 
tribes who had made up their minds to remain 
at peace, and also to prevent the accumulation 
of winter supplies from the buffaio-herds. As 
these hostile Indians have their families and 
stock with them, andas Col. Miles has given 
them httle time to hunt for the last six or eight 
weeks, and as all of our columns are now in the 
field, we may hope for good results soon. Still, 
the country is large, andit may take us until 
midwinter to accomplish the object in view, 
namely, the definite settlement of Indian 
troubles in the Southwest forever. 

I respectfully differ with Gen. Pope as to the 
chief causes of these Indian tronbles, and attrib- 
ute itto the immunity with which these tribes 
have been treated in all their raids into Texas 
for the past three years. Their reservations 
have farnished them supplies with which to 
make the raids and sheltered them from pursuit 
when they returned with their acalps and plun- 
der. 

There is no doubt that the advance of settlers 
and the operations of the authorized surveyin 
parties in the Indian mre age and Kansas, av 
also the buffaio-hunters at Adobe Walis, irri- 
tated them; but the business in which these 
parties were engaged made war an exceedingly 
undesirable thing for them. No man of close 
observation, it seems to me, can travel 
across the Great Plains trom Nebraska 


' and Wyoming down to Texas, and see the estab- 


lished ranches wita their bundreds of thousaads 
of head of cattie, sheep, and horses, together 
with the families of the owners, and reasonably 
think that these people, so much exposed, and 
having such valuable interests, are desirous of 
provoking Indian wars. There was a time, pos- 
sibly, when the population of the Indian frontier 
may have been desirous of Indian troubles, but 
that hes passed long ago. It was when the 
country between the Missouri River and the 
Rocky Mountains was a barren desert; whilo 
now it is the grazing ground for the stock con- 
sumed by the population of our Eastern cities. 
This outbreak doee not look tome as being 
originated by the actions of bad white men, or 
the sale of whisky to Indians by traders Tt is 
the result of the restless nature of the Indian, 
who has no profession but arms, and naturally 
secks for war and plunder when the grazing gets 
high enough to feed his ponies. 

The troops in 

THE DEPARTMENT OF TEXAS 

have been subjected to au extraordinary activity 
during the past fiscal year. It has two frontier 
lines, one, the Rio Grande, the other the line of 
Indian country on the northern frontier. Affairs 
on the Rio Grande line, especially on the Upper 
Rio Grande, have become almost entirely settled 
sinee the bandsome chastisement given to the 
Indians near Savta Rosa, Mex., by Col. Macken- 
zie, Fourth Cavairy. It bas resulted in the re- 
turn of many of the Kickapoo Indians to their 
reservation in the Indian Territory, and the most 
friendly action an the parto the Mexican au- 
thorities to prevent Indian raids in the future. 

Considerabie annoyance has been felt on tae 
southern line of the Rio Grande by Mexican cat- 
tle thieves, but even these raids have recently 
subsided to a great extent. 

The Indians, however, from the Reservations 
in the Indian Territory about Fort Bill, and the 
Reservation of the Cheyennes on the Canadian 
River, have constavtiy committed depredations 
in Texas. They could not be pursued auy fur- 
ther than to the Indian Territory, and were re- 
lieved in consequence from ail risk, or even em- 
barrassment, for the lives taken and property 
destroyed. The troops, as will be seen from 
Gen. Augur’s report, were wonderfully active, 
but the country is so large, and the Reservations 
so near at hand, that it was only in a few in- 
stances the savages could be overtaken 
and punished. Of the cases of this char- 
acter were the pursuit and  chastise- 
ment given by Lieut.-Col.. G. P. Buell, 
Eleventh Infantry, who overtook a party of 
hostile Qua-ba-de Comanches, Feb. 5, 1874. on 
the Double-Mountain Fork of the Brazos, about 
100 miles west of Fort Giiffin, killed eleven In- 
dians, and recaptured sixty-five head of stolen 
stock; the punishment administered by the late 
Lieut. C, L. Hudson, Fourth Cavalry, to a party 
of marauding Comanches on the West Fork of 
the Nueces, Dec, 9, 1873, who had just before 
killed fourteen herders on the Olamo, was ex- 
ceedingly meritorious; the pursuit by Lieut. 
Gillmore, Tenth Cavalry, of a band of hostile 
indians between the Ked River and tae Bi 
Witchita, on the night of May 2, 1874, who h 
to abandon all their stolen property to escape 
capture by the troops; and the recapture, May 
18, by Capt. C, Bentzoni, Twenty-fiftn Infantry, 
of stolen property from a squad of hos- 
tile Indians, who had left the Fort 
Stantou Reservation, New Mexico, to raid ino 
Westera Texas, and while these actions were 
especially noticeable, they are not any more to 
be praised than the conduct of both officers and 
men in over a hundred cases of pursuit of hos- 
tile and depredating Indians. 

After the outbreak in the Department of the 
Missouri, which may be dated from the attack on 
Maj. Compton's party, between Fort Dodge and 
Camp Supply, the Indians were stimulated to 
further activity in the direction of Texas, aad 
the authority of the date of July 20, 1874, had 
vo be obtained trom the Secretary of the In- 
terior, to 

PUNISH THE HOSTILES WHEREVER FOUND. 
This led to the withdrawal of Col. Mackenzie, 
Fourth Cavalry, from the Rio Grande line up to 
the point om the headwaters of the Brazos, 
known im former expeditions as Mackenzie's 
Supply Camp, where an expedition was organ- 
ized to operate north to the headwaters of the 
Red River, to catch all ludians driven southwest 
by Col. Miles, who was coming dowa the Ante- 
lope Hills. A column was also formed at Fort 
Sul to move upthe Washita and drive to the 
same poiut all indians who might be found on 
thatiiver. Aiso another column at same post, 
under Lieut.-Col. G. P. Baeil, Eleventh Infantry, 
to advance up the river and drive out on to Col. 
Mackenzie all Indians who might bayve taken 
reface on that stream. 

it will thus be seen that the operations of Col. 
Miles, Lieut.-Col. Davidson, Lieut.-Col. Buell, 
and Maj. Price (who came down the Canadian 
from Fort Bascom) will result in forciug the 
hostiles to the vicinity of Col. Mackenzie All 
these arrangemeuts bave worked admirably, so 
far, and it is hoped that the very best results 
which could be expected will be accomplished, 
aud that we may settle the Indian question for 
ever, 80 far as the Kiowas, Comanches, and 
Cheyennes in the southwest are concerned. 

The constant activity and the labor imposed 
ov the troops of this division during, the last 
year, and the expense incidents thureto, have 
arisen from the small number of troops which 
can be spared for the control of @o many in- 
terests and so large aterritorial coyamand. Still, 
it may be said of the expeditions gow in the field 
ava vet the Indians in the Southwest, and opera- 
tions agaiust Indians further worth, and the 
Black Huils Expeditions, that they are not nearly 
80 expensive as one would suppase, as the saving 
mm the reduction of forage ratioyis and the rations 
of the men in the field is fully an equivalent for 
the increased expenditure fn transportation 
when we have our Own wagotrs and teams.

THE HOOSAC TUNNEL. 


Interview with Mr. Shanly, One 
of the Contractors, 


How to Utilize It. 


Among the prominent gentlemen now visiting 
Chicago is Mr. Walter Shanly, of Montreal, 
who, with his brother, constructed the Hoosac 
Tunnel, under the Green Mountains, on the Troy 
& Boston Railroad, a short distance east of 
North Adams, Mass. He is stopping at No. 1119 
Indiana avenue, the residence of a friend, and 
cheerfully accorded an {nterview to a TRIBUNE 
reporter who called on him last evening. The 
conversation, which had special reference to the 
tunnel, is subjoined : 

Reporter—What was 

THE OBJECT OF CONSTRUCTING THE TUNNEL ? 

Mr. Shanly—To get a better and shorter line 
from Troy to Boston, in order to compete with 
the Boston & Albany Road. 

Reporter—What advantages have been gained ? 

Mr. Shanly—The line is 11 miles shorter, and 
the grades 30 feet less tothe mile. The grade 
by way of the tunnel is only 60 feet to the mile, 
while on the other route it is 90 feet. Geograph- 
ically, as I said, it is 11 miles shorter, but the 
difference in grades will enable the Company 
operating the road to haul freight at cheaper 
rates than those exacted by the Boston & Albany 
Road, since a locomotive can pull twice as many 
cars, and thus reduce expenses. The difference 


in the grades is a more important element than 
the saving in distance. 
DIMENSIONS. 

Reporter—How long is the tunnel ? 

Mr. Shanly—A little short of 5 miles. 

Reporter—How wide and high ? 

Mr. Shanly—It is supposed to be 24 feet in 
width, but it is really 25; the height in the cen- 
tre is 20 feet. 

Reporter—Wide enough, then, for a double 
track ? 

Mr. 8hanly—Yes. 

Reporter—W heo wae the work commenced ? 

Mr. Shanly— We took hold of it under our con- 
tract in 1869. The State of Massachusetts had 
been working at it for eighteen years previous to 
that time, at intervals, and sunk a great deal of 
money. 

Reporter— What was your contract price ? 

Mr. Shanly—Four million six huadred thou- 
sand dollars. 

Reporter—How much will be the total cost ? 

Mr. Sbanly—About $10,000,000, including all 
that was thrown away, and interes: on the old 
expenditures, 

Reporter—When will it be completed ? 

Mr. Sbhanly—Our contract expired Sept. 1, but 
we were delayed by the State. The tunnel 
proper is finished, but 

TUE TRACK IN NOT YET LAID, 

Reporter—What time will be required to lay 
the track 7 

Mr. Shanly—We can put it down in a week. 
Our contract called for a 56-Ib iron rail, but the 
authorities have receatly decided to substitute 
steel raile. We bave not laid them because the 
State has not built its road up to the tunnel. 
About 2!¢ miles of track are yet to be put down 
west of the tunnel, aud it will not be iaid fora 
month or six weeks yet; hence we cannot get 
our rails. 

Reporter—What progress did you make in 
tunneling,—say in a month ? 

Mr. Shanly—We worked regularly from three 
different places—at cach end, and in the centre 
—avd tunneled from 130 to 160 feet a month at 
each heading. 

Reporter—Did you encounter any 

FORMIDABLE OBSTACLES 
ia cutting through the mountains ? 

Mr. Shanly—No; only those usually met with 
in such work. It was assumed, however, that 
there would be very little arching—about half a 
mile at one end ; the State Geologist guaranteed 
it; but there are portious of tbe tunnel, about 
1} miles in all, pot coatinuous, but here and 
there, that will have to be arched with brick. 

Reporter—Will that prevent the use of the 
tunnel until the arches are in position ? 

Mr. Sbanly—No; it can be used, but the 
arches are necessary to make it absolutely safe. 
There is no danger now of the rock falling, but 
arching is essential at places to keep the tuonel 
intact,—to make it compiete. That does not 
come within our contract, and the State Legis- 
lature was in session half the year considering 
the matter, and finally appointed a committee to 
investigate and report to the next Legislature. 

Reporter—Has ut been decided 

WHO SHALL CONTROL THE TUNNEL? 

Mr. Shanly—No. ‘The people have been de- 
bating two or three years whether the Staie 
shall lease it out to railroad companies or keep 
it in its own banda and collect tolls, but no con- 
clusion has been reacaed. 

Reporter—Until the question is decided, the 
tunnel cannot be utilised? 

Mr. Shanly—No. The next Legislature will 
probably answer the question. Thepeople there 
have been under tue impression that if the 
tunnel were finished that was all that was 
needed. But now that it is about completed, it 
seems to be of little use. And either the State 
or the corporation which use it will bave to 
spend a great deal of money in order to benelit 
Boston. 

Reporter—What other expenditures are re- 
quired ? 

Mr. Shanly—The line of road that runs 
through it must be first-class in order to com- 
pete with the Boston & Albany Road,—an excel- 
lent line in every respect. 

Reporter—Will the ‘‘ bore” be formally 
“‘opeped ” this year ? 

r. Shanly—No, because there are no roads 
leading to it to bring the spectators. 

Reporter—Can you add apything in a general 
way ? 

Mr. Shanly— 

THE GREAT QUESTION 

is, What is thetuunel for? I think what is needed 
is a road through from Chicago to Boston. The 
New York Central will not beip Boston any, and, 
in my Opinion, the great route of the future frum 
the West to the Hub will be through this Hoosac 
Tunnel: and it must be a road with men at the 
bead of it who are not afrald to face responsibili- 
ty or anxious to “‘ get off easy."* Until there is 
such a first-class road, the tunvel will not be of 
any real advantage to those who expected to be 
benefited by ita construction.

Progress and Management ef 
Business. 

We have been permitted within the past day 
or two to examine a comparative statement 
made from the books of the Traders’ Insurance 
Company, of this city, which exhibits the very 
gratifying progress that Company is making.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
he Board of Education met last evening, 
Presidert Richberg io the chair. 

A neared was received from the Board 
of Public Works advising the ejectment of the 
squatter from the Dearborn school property. 
It was referred to the Committee on_School- 
Fund Property, with power to act. 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds re- 
ported, recommending that the free use of the 
Jones School building, corner of Clark and Har- 
rison streets, be granted to the Relief and Aid 
Society for the benefit of the poor during the 
coming winter. 

Inspector Goggin thonght the Relief and Aid 
Society were in a position to pay for the use of 
the building. — 

The report of the Committee was concurred 


2. 
SCHOOL-FUND PROPERTY. 

Inspector Goggin, of the Committee on 
School-Fund Property, reported that the bid of 
$1,200 per front foot for the Dearborn’ School 
lot had been rejected. There were still due 
in rents $30,000, and the City Attorney had 
issued a circular notifying delinquents that, 
unless they paid up, _ their leases | 
would be canceled. There was much 
neglect in the matter of collecting revenue from 
school property, and the School Agent should 
keep a sharper eye On the accounts. He also 
stated that the lease for the old Post-office 
building had not been executed by Mr. Grover, 
and urged that some steps be taken to secure 
the city. 

On motion, the Committee on School-Fund 
Property was instructed to ascertain the cost 
of procuring abstracts of title of all the schocl- 
fund property. 

Inspector Welch called attention to the meet- 
ing to-night at No. 89 Madison street of mem- 
bers of the Board with the Deaf Mute Society, 
He considered the conference an important one, 
and hoped there would be a full attendance. 

Partial certificates to teach German were 
granted to Misses Augusta D. Schrader and 
Hedrig Braasche. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

Inspector Chetlain, of the Committee on 
Evening Schoois, reported recommending that 
geometrical drawing and bookkeeping be taught. 
There were enrolled 2,013 pupils, and the aver- 
age attendance for the week ending Sept. 6 was 
763. 


HIGH-SCHOOL CHANGES. 
Inspector Bluthardt called up the report of 
the Committee on High School in relation to 
certain proposed changes in the conduct of that 
institution. He moved the appointment of a 
special committee, including the regular, and 
also the President of the Board and Superin- 
tendent Pickard, to examine into the matter, 
and report within two months a new course of 
instruction for the High School. He supported 
his motion by an exhaustive discussion of the 
subject. saying that there was much dissat- 
isfaction with the present High-School manage- 
ment. The salaries paid were very heavy, the 
expense per pupil each year being $82. This 
was.too much. Two Latin and Greek teachers 
only should be employed, aud one Professor of 
Natural Science should do what five teachers 
were employed to do. 
Inepector Reed did not believe this would be 


ible. 

inspector Bluthardt said that two German and 
French teachers would be sufficient, in place of 
the three now employed. A man who could 
teach only one language or branch of instruction 
was not fit for the High School. There should 
be a High School in each division of the city, 
and the course of instruction should cover a 
longer time. 

The motion for a special committee prevailed, 
and Inspectors Bluthardt and Clarke were ap- 
pointed. 

The Superintendent reported the summary of 
school attendance for October, as follows: 
Whole number enrolled, 38,425; average num- 
ber belonging, 35,906.3; average daily attend- 
ance, 34,309.6; per cent of attendance, 95.6; 
per cent of tardiness, 66.04. 

The Board adjourned.

INSURANCE. 

The Chicago Board of Underwriters held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon at their office, No. 
127 LaSalle street. About twenty-five members 
were present, and President George C. Clarke 


occupied the chair. 

The Committee on Cisterns reported that they 
had waited on the Board of Public Works, and 
received the assurance that cisterns would im- 
mediately be constructed at the intersection of a 
large number of streets. They were announced 


a few days ago. 

The Secretary was instructed to make a redue- 
tion of 10 cents on the rates of buildings where 
sbe automatic fire-alarm is used. 

A ietter was received from Fire Marshal Ben- 
nerinviting the Board of Underwriters to take 
part in the inspection of engine-bouses at 9 
o’clock this morning. 

The invitation was accepted, and the follow- 
ing Committee was appointed: Messrs. Wit- 
kowsky, Drew, Teall, Lyon, and Goodman. On 
motion, the President, Mr. George C. Clarke, was 
added to the Committee. 

Messrs, Straight and Wheeler, representing 

the Standard Insurance Company of New Jer- 
sey, sent in their resignation, which was ac- 
septed, 
A motion was made to reduce the rates of the 
present tariff, but, in view of the return of the 
National Board Companies at an early day, bo ac- 
tiou was taken. 

It was reported that Mr. Alfred James, agent 
of the Northwestern National Insurance Com- 
pany, had been ** cutting” rates, and a motion 
was consequently made to have him expelled 
from the Board. A lengthy and animated debate 
followed, which ended in the expulsiom of Mr. 
James from the Board for violating its rules. 

The meeting then adjourned until Thursday 
afternoon, Nov. 19. 

‘There were present at the meeting of the 
Board as visitors Messrs. Samuel Gould, 
President of the Manufacturers’ Insur- 
ance Company of Boston, and Mark Hodges, 
President of the Hoftman Insurance Com- 
papy of New York.

RELIEF AND AID. 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT, 

At the annual meeting of the Chicago Relief 
and Aid Society, held Monday evening, Mr. 
Henry W. King, the President, presented the 
following report of the work of the Society for 
the past year: 

To the Board ef Directors ef the Chicago Relief and Aid 

Society : 

GENTLEMEN: As the annual report of this Society 
will be made in full detail to the public in January 
next, I shall not attempt a review of our work; but 
this being the time for the election of Directors for 
the coming year, I desire to call your attention to the 
more prominent features of it for the year which 
closes to-night. 

The entire disbursements of this Society have been 
$332,928.84. The number of tons of coal distributed 
is about 8,000, The number of families aided during 
the year is 16,100, the majority of them being sufferers 
by the great fre of October, 1871, while the remainder 
were chiefly aged, sick, or infirm, 

Lodgings and two meals were furnished to 4,100 
persons. 

The number of interments of persons under the 
care of this Society is 137. 

} Transportation has been furnished to 1,100 persons, 
and the average number of sick kept in hospitals has 
been ninety-five, 

The foregoing are some of the items of the work 
done, aside from the cluef one of extending aid direct- 
ly in money, 

The total expense of conducting the work has been 
$44,953.57, or about 1344 per cent on the amount dis- 
bursed. When it is remembered that the case of each 
applicant for aid is carefully examined, and that the 
major portion are found not to be proper subjects, or 
are outside the aim of this Society, but the expense of 
each examination is as great to the Society as in cases 
where aid is given, I think you may justiy claim an 
economical administration. 

Having bad some experience in business, I believe 
that the expense of conducting our. work will eompare 
favorably with that of most retail dealersin merchan- 


During the last winter there was an unusual demand 
upon this Society, resulting from the reduction of 
employment and the sudden curtailment of many of 
our industries, but it is believed that an adjustment 
of supply and demand in the labor market has taken 
place, and that the winter upon which we are now en- 
tering will not witness a large number of unemployed. 
On the 14th of July last our city was again afflicted 
with a large fire, which rendered many families home- 
less, and entailed upon the Society the temporary 
care and expense of aiding, to a greater or less extent, 
about 8,000 persons, In closing this brief communi- 
tion, I desire to congratulate the Board on its uniform 
harmony of action in deciding the many questions 
presented, and on a steady purpose to do its work 
with the fidelity of those who would give an account of 
their stewardship.

THE WATER-SUPPLY. 
Te the Editor of [he Chicago Tribune : 

Siz: In reading your paper of Monday, Nov. 
9, my eyes rest upon an article headed ‘ Com- 
missioner Sheridan on the Water-Supply,” in 
which Sheridan’s argument, in brief, is, that our 
water-mains are totally inadequate, either to dis- 
tribute the regular supply of water for domestic 
purposes, or to supply our engines at fires. 

Mr. Sheridan states, also, that our firemen are 
frequently compelied to walk up to a furious fire 
to allow the water to dribble from the nozzles of 
their pipes. 

From the above statement of the Commission- 
er it is easy to comprehend his motives. He is de- 
termined to lay the entire blame on the water- 
supply, and not upon the men whom he has 
piaced at the head of our Fire-Department, for 
their bad management and blunders, which have 
so frequently occurred within the past year. 
Allow me toask Mr, Sheridan, through the col- 
umns of your paper, was it an inadequate sup- 
ply of water that caused the burning of M, D. 
Wells’ boot and shoe house? or was it a lack of 
proper management on the part of the Fire- 
Marshal and his assistants? When not ove of 
those “brilliant” officers was able ‘to find 
the stairways leading up into the buiid- 
ing, and forgot to raise the 
hose elevator until it wastoo late? SThe wily 
Commissioner also claims a scarcity of water 
during the big fire of July 14. I wish to state 
that, when the fire of July 14 was raging, there 
was more force and better supply of water than 
I ever witnessed before or since, notwithstand- 
ing there were twenty-six engines to work on the 
fire, and still later there were added to this num- 
ber six or seven engines from other cities, mak- 
ing in all thirty-three engines. Yet there was a 
big bead of water in the third and fourth stories 
of my building on Indiana avenue, near I wenty- 
fourth street. 

Will Commissioner Sheridan please state if it 
was a lack of water that caused the destruction 
by fire of Giles & Brothers’ jewelry house on 
State street? This pduilding was situated in the 
centre of our large mains. But this beautiful 
structure, like M. D. Wells’ block, was allowed 
to burn from garret to basement, and only for 
the substantial fire-proof walls would have de- 
stroyed the entire square. 

Great credit is due the Board of Public Works 
for the prompt manner in which they have laid 
water-mains, and the placing of fire-hydrants 
for the past two months. in my opinion, there 
are but few cities that have any better water- 
supply than Chicago. TAXPAayER.

The Board of Public Works did little business 
yesterday. A protest against the moving of the 
‘* Evangelical Church,” on Lots No. 41 and 42, 
in Sec. 27, to the corner of Dearborn and Thirty- 
fifth streets, signed by property-holders adja- 
cent, was received, together with a subsequent 
withdrawal by some who had signed their names. 
Action by the Board was deferred until Friday. 
Permission was granted for the removal of 
buildings heretofore advertised, after which the 
Board ac journed. 

The Mayor yesterday signed an order for the 
transfer of one George Harrison from the House 
of Corre >tion to the authorities of Princeton, in

The attorney of the proprietors 
claimed that the rocks were not thrown from the 
Spooner kiln, but from a neighboring one. City- 
Attorney Jamieson stated that, although there 
was nothing in the law indicating any power of 
the Board to prohibit biasting within the city 
limits, yet it could not be disputed that it was 
the duty of the police to protect the lives of the 
citizens. The Board have entered proceedings 
against the proprietors, and intend wo makea 
test case of it. Before leaving, City-Attorney 
Jamieson assured them that he would attempt a 
settlement by drafting an’ ordinance regulating 
all biasting within the limita.

bronchitis, 5; tabes mesenterica,4. The ther- 
mometer was 51.4 degs., 12.2 degs. higher than 


during the ing week. The Health Officer's 
report shows that 243 nuisance notices were 
served, 304 nuisances abated, and 102 sewer 
connections made. During the week two cases 
of small.pox were reported. The report also 
showed about the usual quantity of meats and 
other articles condemned. The Board, after re- 
ceiving these reports adjourned.

NORWOOD PARK. 

The house of G. H. Thayer, Esq., was crowded 
last evening with the elite of this piace and Park 
Ridge. Dancing was in order, and it was entered 
iato beartily, and carried on to a late hour. This 
party was the firet of a series to be given during 
the winter by the Club, composed of gentlemen 
of Park Ridge and Norwood Park. 

The Chicago & Northern Pacific Railway has 


ceased to interest the people in this vicinity. The 
Company had three routes in contempiation—one 
called the Canfield and roy tory —- 
the Whisky Point, and the third owman- 
ville route. Subeori ptions to stock were solicit- 
ed, and donations of land and the right of way 
asked on each of these three routes. The deni- 
zens and those interested in property along 
the lines of the road vied with each other in 
holding forth inducements to the Company to 
run the live through their front yards or out- 
lots, as the case might be. The Company soon 
took advantage of this rivalry, and began a huge 
game of poker with these three routes, with a 
prospect of bankrupting the winners of the pool, 
who would secure the location of a railroad, on 
paper at least, near to their property. 

But credulity Cannot be too grosely im 
on, and the withdrawal of the Canfield and Poor- 
House route from the strife left the tripod 
standing on two legs, with the pros of keel- 
ing over at any moment. The people to be bene- 
fited by the Poor-House route propose, if the 
Chicago & Northern Pacific goes elsewhere or 
does not go at all, to build a dummy railroad 
from Park Ridge through Norwood Park to this 
city. Over $160,000 has been pledged for this 
purpose already, and its execution is only a 
question of time if the Northern Pacific goes 
elsewhere.

Jones, and others, was presented, asking that 
Dickens avenue be laid out and opened across 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad 
tracks; petition granted. A petition, signed by 
F. D. Cossitt, J. C. Fox, and others, was pre- 
sented, asking for the construction of culverts 
on Stewart avenue in Montrose, at ite intersec- 
tion with Lawrence avenue and Irving Park 
boulevard; petition granted. Also a petition 
with thirty-two signatures was presented, asking 
that the town extend the Lake View drain near 
Sec. 12 to the North Branch of the Chicago 
River; referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Bridges and the Village Engineer. 

The Commissioners appointed to estimate the 
cost of opening Pleasant place in Maplewood 
reported that the cost of opening, grading, and 
court expenses would amount to $2,120. On 
motion the report was adopted, and the Village 
Attorney matracted to make application to the 
County Court for the appointment of Commis- 
sioners to make assessment. 

The Committee to whom was referred the mat- 
ter of laying out and opeving Montrose boule- 
vard across the land owned by Mr. Dymond re- 
ported in favor of paying him $1,500 and that a 
brick sewer be put in, from the plank road to 
the west line of the Jand owned by L. 8:lverman, 
and that the property of Mr. Dymond be not as- 
sessed for making suchimprovemenot.

R. T. Race, Village Treasurer, made his montb- 
ly sworn report, which showed that the general 
fund Lad been overdrawn $513.65. 

On motion the report was adopted. 

The Board adjourned for one week. 

HYDE PARK. 

The Trustees met Monday evening, all the 
members of the Board present. 

A communication was received from Judge 
Wait, setting forth that, by request, he had ex- 
amined the petitions for saloon licenses, and 
had found that but one of all the number com- 
plied with the conditions of the village ordi- 
nance. Many names were written evidently by 
the same person, and mary were not found on 
the registry list at all. 

Mr. Chureh thought the license matter needed 
further looking after, and moved the appoint- 
ment of a special committee for the purpose, 
provided the regular committee refused to be- 
stow further attention by reconsidering 
ite report. The Cbair refused to ap- 
point the committee,§the motion was carried, 
and Messrs. Church, Faulkner, and Morgan 
were seiected. The Caair hinted that the pres- 
ent liquor ordinance was a farce, and that its 
repeal alone would rescue the Board from end- 
less complications, 

Mr. Church moved that the Captain of Police 
be instructed to enforce the ordinance, and that 
no Baloon-keeper be permitted to sell liquor till 
he bad obtained his license. Some remarks, in 
which the members generally participated, ful- 
lowed, and then the matter was laid over for one 
week, with the understanding that the Special 
Committee have its report by that time, 
so that a decision of some kind may may be 
reached, 

An oi der was passed directing the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company to remove its fence from 
Fifty-ninth to Sixtieth street, the South Park 
Commissioners desiring to improve the interven- 
ing space. The contract for furnishing the vil- 
lage with coal was awarded to Niblock, Zimmer- 
man & Alexander, at $5.90 per ton. 

Mr. Ryan presented the report of the Com- 
mittee appointed last April toinvestigate charges 
made against certain of the village officers, 
which were fully published at the time. The re- 
port was somewhat voluminous. It sete 
forth that there had been’ twenty- 
five sessions, at which twenty-four witnesses 
had been examined, and enough testimony taken 
to cover, together with the arguments, not less 
than 3,700 pages of legal cap. The result was, 
that, while there were discrepancies somewhere, 
amounting to from $4,000 to $7,000, they could 
not be traced to any source. The proof clearly 
exonerated, however, Messrs, Waldron and 
Healey, nor was there any evidence of dishonest 
intent on the partof Mr. Rhodes, the Village 
Engineer. The Committee recommended that 
the discrepancies be settied by arbitration ; that 
a special committee be appointed to revise the 
blanks pnowinuse; and that a new method of 
keeping accounts be devised, together with some 
other measures of reform, 

Mr. Faulkner offered a minority report, con- 
curring with the majority that there was no evi- 
dence of intentional wrong on the part of Mr. 
Waldron, but maintaining that the vouchers 
issued by him were illegal, and condemning the 
loose mapver in which, as was proven, his busi- 
ness had been conducted. The reports were ac- 
cepted and filed.

8. G. Rhodes presented his resignation as Vil- 
lage Superintendent, and the same was laid on 
the table. 

Mr. Ryan offered his resignation as Trustee, 
to take effect Dec. 1. Necessary absence and 
pressure of business were assigned as the causes 
prompting his secession. The resignation was 
tabled, and the Board then adjourned.

ACADEMY OF SCLENCES. 


Paper on Freshwater Mollusks—Sup- 
ply im Cook County. 

The Academy of Sciences held a regular meet- 
ing last evening, at the Academy, No. 263 Wa- 
bash avenue. Dr. H. A. Johnson, President, 
was in the chair, and about thirty members were 


present. 

After the disposition of some routine business, 
the Committee on Membership reported, recom- 
mending the election of Profs. Bartlett and Hen- 
ry N. Lyman as members of the Academy. Upon 
a vote, the recommen¢ation was acquiesced in. 

MOLLUSKS. 

W. W. Calkins then read a paper entitled *‘ Re- 
marks on the progress of the study of Ameri- 
can land and frespwater mollusks, with notes 
on the species of Cook County, Ll.” 

The following is a synopsis of the paper: 

The study bas occupied some of the ablest 
scieptific minds in this country, such as Dr. 
Simpson. The lecturer had often admired the 
beauty and variety of sea-shells, but never sus- 
pected that beneath his feet were to be found an- 
imals with a shelly covering, as interesting in 
construction and habits as the marine forms. 

The active study of American Coochology 
dates from 1815. The close of the war of 1812 
witnessed a revival in learning as well as in com- 
mercial and social interests. Institutions for 
the promotion of scientific knowledge were 
formed in Philadelpbia and New York between 
the years 1812 and 1820. The Academy of Nat- 
ural Sciences of Philadelphia issued the first 
number of its jourual in 1817. The third edition 


of Nicholson's Encyclopedia, publisbed in 1819, 
also contained descriptions from the pen of 
Thomas Say. The Annals of the New York Lyceum 
of Natura) History were first published in 1823 ; 
the Journal of the Boston Society of Natucal 
History in 1834. These publications, with the 
exception of Nicholson's Encyclopedia, were de- 
voted exclusively to natural bistory, and in 
them appear the names of Say, Rafinesque, 
Lesueur, and Nuttall, the four most prominent 
of our early naturalists. All that has been done 
in this department of zoology was contained in 
these works, and anticipated foreign authors. 
So that, with few exceptions, and it uw a subject 
of congratulation, American species have been 
first made known by American authors. 

The greater part of our land-shels east of 
the Rocky Mountains were firet described by 
Rafinesque, mostly in the Journal of the Phila- 
deipbia Academy of Sciences. About 1835 Dr, 
Amos Binney began a series of monographs in 
the Boston Journal on land-shelis. These were 
subsequentiy compiled m four volumes under 
the title of ‘ Terrestrial Air-Breathing Mol- 
lusks of the United States,” and form tne first 
complete work of the kiod published in this 
country. 

Say and Binney have passed away, and have 
left the earth to be continued and perfected by 
others. Among the most promivent of these 
may be mentioned Dr. Isaae Lea, William G. 
Bioney, Dr. Wiiliam Simpson, Dr. A. Gould, 
Cooper, G. W. Tryon, Jr., 5. 8. Haldeman, Dr. 
Thomas Bland, T, A. Conrad, John G. Anthony, 
and Dre. James Lewis. Ali but three of there 

entiemen are still living, and laboring in this 

a of zoology. 

he progress of the study during the past 
twenty years has been rapid. The study of 
malacology—or of the soft parts of animals— 
has not, unfortunately, kept pace with the study 
of the ehells. 

More than 250 species of univalves have been 
described from the waters of Alabama alone, 
and in one single family of moliusks—the 
Strapomitidj@—there are ever over 500 recog- 
nized species. Of these 95 per cent are from 
waters north of the Ohio River. This fact alone 
shows the enSrmous development of this kind 
animal life. 

The Urionide—clams—are represented in 
North America by more than 700 species. Few 
would suppose that this family, our common 
river clams, was worthy of notice. However, 
more than 1,000 books and papers have been 
written upon the subject, and 1,500 species from 
various parts of the world described. 

Mr. Calkins then gave the result of his ob- 
servations in regard to the species of Cook 
County. The let read by bim announced 
twenty-five species of land-shelis and 
fifty-three of aquatic, altogether seventy- 
eight well-defined species eed to io- 
habit Cook County. The list did not 
include several varieties, some of which he men- 
tioned, and one called by some authors distinct 
species. There are, no doubt, a few more to be 
added tothe list that bave not yet been ob- 
served. 

Only a few comments were made on the paper, 
but it was elicited that Rafinesque, quoted as a 
reliaole authonty on conchology, was insane for 
a considerable time before his death, and during 
that period he described thirteen different 
species of thunder and lightning, and classed 
the elements with the tribe Unios. 

HYDRATE OF CHLORAL. 

Mr. Delafontaine then made an extempore 
address as to the action of hydrate of chloral. 
As the result of numerous experimenis, Mr. 
Delafontaine said that the admuunistration of 
hydrate of chloral produces death by aspnxia, 

The President then anuounced a paper on 

THE LATE ECLIPSE 
by Mr. E. Colbert. As the result of his observa- 
tious, Mr. Colbert brought out three points, 
which may be briefiy stated as: 

First—The duration of the time of the eclipse 
was aimost precisely that caicuiated, with an 
allowance of one-sixtieth part to be added to 
the diameter of the shadow for atmospheric ab- 
sorption. The popular statement that there is 
no atmosphere at a greater distance than 45 
miles from the sea-level is erroneous. 

Second—The absolute times of first and last 
contacts seemed to be a little earlier than indi- 
cated by the previous calculations, the 
place of the moon in her orbit  be- 
ing nearly three seconds of arc in 
advance of the place assigned by computation 
from the luvar tables. Tbe solar eclipse of Aug. 
7, 1869, proved the existence of an error in the 
lunar place equal in amount to that angle. 

Third—During the total phase, the edge of 
the moon that was farthest from the axis of the 
shadow was very close to the extension of a 
right yy ts ay bed the sun and earth's surface.
